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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kawabata etal. (5,198,970). 

Kawabata discloses an AC power supply apparatus in Figs 6-12. A multilevel 
Converter Configurable to convert an input waveform (5) having a first frequency (f 2 ) 
into a second waveform having a second frequency (fi), wherein the second frequency 
(fi) is higher than the first frequency (f 2 ); a transformer (Ti) coupled to the multilevel 
converter (11) and configurable to transform the second waveform from a first voltage 
level to a second voltage level, wherein the first voltage level is higher than the second 
voltage level, see col. 3, lines 26-65; a rectifier (1 1-B) and a switched inverter circuit 
(1 1-A) coupled to the transformer (Ti)and configurable to convert the transformed, 
second waveform into a third waveform (f 3 ) for use with a power application, a filter 
circuit (Cpu, Cpv and Cpw) coupled to the switched inverter circuit for smoothing the 
third waveform into a substantially clean, sinusoidal waveform, wherein the multilevel 
converter (11) further comprises: a first set of switches configurable to provide a 
multilevel, full-bridge converter; and a second set of switches coupled to the first set of 
switches and configurable to provide a multilevel, full-bridge inverter, wherein the first

set of switches is coupled to the second set of switches by a Direct Current (DC) link, 
wherein the DC link includes two or more DC voltage storage devices (Cd and Cb), a 
cycloconverter (12) and a third waveform ft).
